Idered a barbarous Instrument, to be classed 
with tbe kettle-dram and. the torn-torn, and 
was thought iucapable ot anything beyond an 
accompaniment Nonada.v s the development 
it musical taste has brought about an appro- 
bation of the higher posslbililies of Ihe banjo, 
and bas also produced » marked improvement 
n the instrument Itself. The modern banjo, 
with Its carefully stretched sheep-skin, steel 
ramo and cat-gut strings, is a very different 
affair from tlie original instrument which one 
ecs even now In tlie south In the bauds of 
he negro, whose greatest delight is to strum 
ipou it accompaniments to those strange bar- 
wrous ehaub, the primitha music brought 
rom Atrii-" whlcli were, doubtless, once the 
war-songs «nd feasl-songg of the native tribes, 
"ho lint banjo was doubtless a simple bam- 
boo stick, with fibers stretched ypon U, upon 
which the magicians, or Obi-uieu, m Africa 
na> h»vo playeil nhilo conducting their en

f (he banjo was tho calabash, n gourd-like 
nut, with a long stein, npou which tlie firings 
t the instrument wire stretched. The pres-

outb the darkies make banjos out ot gourds, 
cross which they stretch some sort ot skin 
or n diaphragm. Snake skin is a favorite 
laterial for the purpose. 
" There is no race of people more generally 
ifted with natural musical ears than tbe At- 
lean.
